ained by Expert, John A. Lapp

The Kule '-Red. Light" bill which 


was passed by the present session 
was. one of the most far reaching 
attempts ever made by this state to 
eradicate houses for purposes of 
prostitution. 
The crux of the law 


is that all such places are declared 
to be nuisances and subject to in- 
junction and abatement in a sum- 
mary 
fashion. 
Whenever such a 


place is found to exist, action may 
be begun by the prosecuting attor- 
ney or any citizen against the owner 
lessee or agent, praying for injunc- 
tion against the further continuance 
of the nuisance. 
The court 
may 


grant a permanent 
injunction 
en- 


joining the conduc of such uni- 
sance. 


Any person violating 
such 
in- 


junction is guilty of contempt of 
court and a fine of not less than 
fifty dollars nor more than 
three 


hundred dollars may be assessed. 
When an injunction has been issued 
the matter is brought to trial at the 
next term of the court. 
In actions 


begun under the act the general re- 
putation of the place may be ad- 
missable as evidence for the purpose 
of proving the existence of the nuis- 
ance. 
If the action is brought by 


a citizen and the' court finds thai 
there is 110 reasonable 
cause 
or 


ground for the action, the cost may 
be attached to the citizen. If the" 
nuisance is admitted or established 
in any proceedings, the .court may 
issue an order of abatement direct- 
ing the removal of 
all '^furniture, 


musical instruments, 
and movable 


property and cause 
the 
effectual 


closing of the building against use 
for any purpose for a period of one 
year unless sooner released.

made a contempt of court to- break 
into, enter or use any building so 
abated. 


Any person against whom a re- 


straining order has been instituted 
may appear and"pay; the cost; of pro- 
ceedings and upon filing of bond 
conditioned that he will immediately 
abate the nuisance and prevent the 
same from being established, 
the 


court may cancel the order of abate- 
ment. 


The new law is in line 'with the 


law of a dozen or more states which 
followed the model set in Iowa in 
1907. The law follows quite closely 
the law enacted by Congress for the 
District 9!' Columbia last year.

is believed to be an effective way of 
reaching an evil against which there, 
has seemed 
to 
be 
no 
effective 


method. 


The bill had no emergency clause 


and so the act will not go into effect 
until the laws are published, which 
probably will be about April 15.

and that was the reason 
he 
was 


giving a "dry" speech. He recalled 
how the Pilgrim fathers had been 
persecuted by the throne and then 
came to this country in the May- 
flower. 


"Here in this 'land beneath 
the 


stars and stripes," he continued, 
"The world is receiving the prayers 
of all ages for human and religious 
liberty. 


"Four million 
Africans 
pleaded 


for 
liberty. 
They 
were 
forced 


to 
come 
to the United 
States 


to till our soil. The negro mammies 
prayed for the lost star that led 
them to liberty. One day we heard 
the Sumpter shot that startled con- 
scientious 
people 
and 
awakened 


them to the fact that the battle for 
human liberty was on." 


He then recalled how the United 


Sates had freed the people of Cuba 
from the yoke of a nation. 


"But infinitely worse," he added; 


"than the swinish serpent 
in 
the! 


Garden 
of Eden is entwining 
the 


people now. 
Helpless mothers and 


children are crying out against it. 
Men of no will power feel its evil 
effects, to be sure, but it 
is, en- 


trenched behind the greed of gain 
and appetite. Connersville would be 
'dry' if men had not thought more 
of taxes than their sons. 


"It is also entrenched behind po- 


litical power. 
As the chairman of 


the meeting has said, it is not 
a 


fight against any individual or any 
man's business, but against a ,sys- 
tem." 


He said he believed any man who 


drinks can consistently vote "dry" 
if he did not want saloons 
around 


as a temptation. He pointed to the 
evidence being brought out in fedr 
oral court in the Terre Haute elec- 
tion corruption case as evidence of 
the debauching influence of the sa- 
loon. 


The speaker said the fight was 


against a big business. 
He pointed 


out the United States' liquor bill in 
1913 was enough to build 377,000 
houses costing $5,000 each or to pay 
the national debt and 
have over 


$800,000,000 left. 
He recalled tes- 


timonials of men hi Lebanon where 
he formerly lived to show a "dry" 
community helped business and men 
who formerly drank. 


Dr. Brown declared the business 


was bad because it 
was 
built on. 


wrecked homes. 
He asserted tha't 


every man, no matter what his vo- 


cation, is proud of his finished pro- 
duct, except one. ( 


"I see a man living in the gutter 


in Connersville drunk," he said. "Is 
the saloon man proud of his pro- 
duct? He is not." 


"Why is it you like the bee bet- 


ter than the bedbug—they are form- 
ed very much 
alike?" 
he asked. 


"Because it is the way they make 
their living. That's why I object to 
the saloon business." 


"The success of 
any 
enterprise 


depends on the weapon used," he 
said. "Weapons of warfare are the 
child of necessity. You should use 
the best weapon you have in this 
battle against the saloon. Not say- 
ing anything disparaging of the W. 
C. T. U., that organization has not 
accomplished 
it. 
The Murphy 


movement did much good but the sa- 
loon goes on. People have prayed. 
If the petitions and resolutions of 
temperance people would 
stop 
the 


business, the problem would have 
been solved long ago. 
Then high li- 


cens'e was advanced as a cure. Li- 
cense it to death, they 
said, 
and 


many good men were caught by that. 
But the saloon business goes on. I 
am against the license system be- 
cause it is unameriean and illogical. 
High licenses do not curtail the sup- 
ply. 
They create a trust and place 


the business in the hands of a few 
fellows. The ballot is the best wea- 
pon you have and I hope you men 
will use it March 30." 


Mrs. Carl F. Beher sang a solo. 


Her appearances in front of the au- 
dience of men was the signal for a 
loud burnst of 
applause.
